Christ the Prophet Like Moses 

The word “prophet” in the or- 
d.nary Hebrew language is “nabi,” 
derived from a verb signifying “to 
bubble forth like a fountain,” 
hence the word means one who an- 
nounces or pours forth the declara- 
tions of God. Up until the time of 
Christ many prophets had arisen 
declaring the messages of God, 
making known His declarations 
both for the then present and fu- 
ture events, but none were to be 
compared to the prophet from 
among the brethren of Judah, like 
unto Moses whom the Lord raised 
up as Moses had prophesied, Deut. 
18:15, saying, “Him shall ye hear,’ 
who went about making known 
the declarat’ons of God, not by 
words only but also by mighty 
signs and wonders, revealing to all 
the love and compassion of God. 
He had come to declare the will of 
God in stronger terms than had 
hitherto been known. 

Upon entering His public minis- 
try He read in the presence of the 
people from the prophecy of Isaiah 
concerning Himself, saying “Lo, I 
come (in the volume of the book 
it is written of me,) to do thy will, 
O God.” “And there was in their 
synagogue a man with an unclean 
spirit, and he cried out, saying, Let 
us alone; what have we _ to do 
with thee, thou Jesus of Nazareth? 
art thou come to destroy us? I 
know who thou art, the Holy One 
of God. And Jesus rebuked him, 
saying, Hold thy peace, and come 
out of him.” The people were 
amazed at the demonstration of 
such power and said, “What thing 
is this? what new doctrine is this? 
for with authority commandeth 
he the unclean spirits, and they do 
obey him.” This mighty prophet 


had come to declare by works that 
the devil in all of his forms was 
under subjection to God, and that 
it is His will to free all from the 
clutches of Satan, who will come 
unto Him for deliverance, in faith 
believ:ng. Next he encounters the 
fever demon who had for his vic- 
tim Peter’s wife’s mother, and Je- 
sus stood over her and rebuked the 
fever and it left her, and immedi- 
ately she arose and ministered un- 
to them. And when the sun was 
setting all they that had any sick 
with divers diseases brought them 
unto him and he laid hands on ev- 
ery one of them and healed them, 
and devils came out of many. A 
certain man full of leprosy seeing 
Jesus fell on his face and besought 
him entreatingly, “If thou wilt, 
thou canst make me clean.” At 
His touch the leprosy immediately 
departed for a Prophet with great- 
er power than the worst afflictions 
of the devil was before him. 

The compassion of Jesus is 
again aroused at the cry of two 
blind beggars. The people rebuked

WAR AND RUMORS OF WAR 


War continues between Bolivia 
and Paraguay with Britain trying 
to secure a blockade of arms from 


belligerent nations. A dispatch 
from Geneva dated May 17th, 
states, “Belief that world public 


opinion will demand that the World 
Disarmament Conference openly 
confess its failure was expressed 
tonight in League of Nations 
circles,” which is now continued 
with an unbreakable deadlock. It 
is contended that “an open confes- 
sion of failure would be better ac- 
cepted by the world than an at- 
tempt to hide it by reporting the 
conference back to the council.” 
Indeed, whether confession Is 
made to such an extent, it is par- 
ticularly evident first from its fail- 
ure to stop wars which have origi- 
nated between small eastern na- 
tions, Japan and China, etc. The 
failure of the disarmament league 
is manifested secondly in that ac- 


cording to Literary Digest, dated 
May 19th, ‘France has increased 
its fighting force by 65,000 men, 
which will be continued until a 
total of 125,000 men have been re- 
cruited by conscript.” 
GERMANY 
Germany has increased her army 
and navy budget $100,000,000; and 
her aviation budget $56,000,000; 
with an allotment of $100,000,000 
to the Nazi Storm Troops.

RUSSIA 
Russ’a has increased her army 
in the last two years, from 562,000 
men to 678,000.

JAPAN 
“Japan in January, 1934, had in- 
creased land, naval and air forces 
by 100,000, to a total of 456,000 in 
three years.”

In this chapter we have the sto- 
ry of the golden image and the 
burning fiery furnace. It is a won- 
derful type foreshadowing the re- 
ligious conditions at the beginning 
and the ending of the times of the 
Gentiles. Pride, because he was 
the head of gold (ch. 2:37, 38). 
puffed King Nebuchadnezzar up 
and caused him to attempt the dei- 
fication of himself and the unifica- 
tion of the religions of his world 
einpire. In connection with this 
universal religious worship he 
makes use of the finest music and 
the most elaborate and beautiful 
ceremonies and ritualism, every- 
thing possible to please the ear and 
the eye and to stir up the emotion 
of the people, but all so hollow and 
unspiritual because it had no true 
blood sacrifice, no Savior from 
sin, no Holy Spirit, no new birth 
with power to deliver the sinner 
from his sins. It is a bloodless re- 
ligion which exalts man and op- 
poses God, putting image worship 
in the place of the worship of 
God. 


In verse three notice that the 
king used the police power of his 
empire to enforce the worship of 
his bloodless cult, the penalty for 
nonconforming being to be cast 
alive into a burning f.ery furnace, 
v. 6. That there were some non- 
conformists in the days of Nebu- 
chadnezzar we learn from v. 12. 
Three Hebrew boys who had been 
taught from the days of their in- 
fancy not to bow to any graven 
image (Ex. 20:5), positively re- 
fused to have anything to do with 
the popular religion of the day. In 
reply to furious and wrathful que- 
ries of the king concerning this, 
they witness a good confession be- 
fore him as Jesus did before Pilate 
(1 Tim. 6:13). This so enraged the 
king that he immediately com- 
manded that the furnace be heat- 
ed seven times hotter than usual 
and that the most mighty men in 
his army were to bind the boys and 
cast them into the furnace. 


The order was obeyed with such 
alacity that they did not take time 
to remove the clothing from them, 
and when they came near the fur- 
nace to cast them in, the flames 
were so hot the fire slew those 
men who did the king’s biddings 
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(a great lesson in retribution here). 
Right then and there God gave 
Nebuchadnezzar another vision as 
he stood watching the execution 
of his orders. Suddenly a look of 
astonishment appears on his face 
as he gazes intently toward the 
furnace. “Did not we cast three 
men bound into the fire?” he asks. 
“Lo, I see four men loose walking 
in the midst of the fire and they 
have no hurt, and the form of the 
fourth is like the Son of God.” So 
great was the effect of the vision 
upon Nebuchadnezzar as he saw 
the fire had no power upon the bo- 
dies, nor the clothing of these 
men, that he at once stepped up 
near the mouth of the furnace and 
requested these servants of the 
most high God to come forth out 
of ithe furnace. When those 
brave, loyal, H.brew boys stepped 
out of the fire unharmed, Nebu- 
chadnezzar began to bless the God 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, and to bestow honors and re- 
wards upon the boys, after warn- 
ing the people of his empire to 
speak nothing amiss against the 
God of the Hebrews. 


That image of Nebuchadnezzar 
is a type of the abomination of de- 
solation of which Jesus spoke in 
Matt. 24:15 and of that mentioned 
in Rev. 11-15. The times of the 
Gentiles began with image worship 
and will end with image worship. 
producing a universal bloodless re- 
ligion which exalts man and _ op- 
poses God. It is called in the Bible 
“the way of Cain” (Jude 11.) This 
Babylonian Cain cult, irreligious, 
has a form of godliness denying 
the power thereof (2 Tim. 3:5) but 
they wilfully and deliberately ig- 
nore the breach which sin had 
caused between man and his Crea- 
tor, therefore they bring no sin of- 
fering (blood of the Lamb), but 
one of works. Like Nebuchadnez- 
zar they make use of the finest 
music obtainable, together with 
the most beautiful and elaborate 
ceremonies and ritualism to please 
the ear and eye and to stir up the 
emotions of the worshippers, but 
oh how unsatisfying and powerless 
it is. 

The religious trend of our day, 
with its numerous and rapidly in- 
creasing number of bloodless cults 
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clearly indicates the near approach 
of the great universal Antichrist 
religion of the last days, which 
will be a combination of apostate 
Christianity (both papal and Pro- 
testant), together with science, 
new thought, spiritualism, and the 
oriental pagan religions. The wor- 
ship of the image mentioned in 
Rev. 13:11-18 will be a prominent 
feature of this new religion and 
the most awful tyranny and per- 
secution is connected with it for 
those who refuse to conform to its 
requirements. The apostasy of the 
middle age was bad enough but it 
did not deny the virgin birth of 
Jesus, the efficacy of the blood 
atonement of Calvary’s cross the 
infallibility of the Bible, and other 
fundamental truths, as is being 
done by our modern apostates in 
these days of religious pride.These 
latter day Laodiceans know not 
that they are wretched and m'ser- 
able and poor and blind and naked 
despite their boasted wealth and 
their need of nothing. They know 
not of their need of gold tried in 
the fire (faith, 1 Peter 1:7) and of 
white raiment (divine righteous- 
ness) and of eye salve (Holy:Spir- 
it for impartial vision). 


The preservation of the Hebrew 
boys in the fiery furnace is a type 
of the preservation of the faithful 
remnant of Israel in the last days, 
who will pass thru the fiery fur- 
nace of affliction called in the Old 
Testament “Jacob’s trouble” (Jer. 
30:1-11) and in the New Testa- 
ment “the great _ tribulation” 
(Matt. 24:21; Rev. 7:14). See also 
Ozek. 22:17-22; Zech. 13:9; Mal. 
3:1-4. Notice in the Scriptures that 
they are to be saved out of it; 
they are to be melted but that will 
result in the loss of only the dross, 
after which they will call on the 
name of the Lord and offer an of- 
fering in righteousness which will 
be accepted by Him. Then they 
will exclaim like Jacob of old, 
“When He hath tried me I shall 
come forth as gold.” 


When the Hebrew boys were 
preserved in the midst of Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s fiery furnace Isa. 43: 
2 was fulfilled, likewise Isa. 54:17. 
There was a partial fulfillment of 
these prophecies in the persecution 
of the early Christians in the days 
of the Caesars of Rome and in 
their persecution by pagan and 
papal Rome in the s‘xteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, but a great- 
er and final fulfillment is yet io 
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come (upon Israel) in the time of 
the Antichrist. Some will be mir- 
aculously preserved and go safely 
through the time of trouble (Dan. 
12:1) while others will be mar- 
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tyred, but the martyrs will be rais- 
ed from the dead and given incor- 
ruptible bodies and a martyr’s 
crown. Hallelujah! Praise God for- 
ever!

SIN AND ITS RECOMPENSE 


by H. V. MILLER 


If those who sin could clearly 
understand the consequences 
which inevitably follow the trans- 
gression of divine law, there would 
be less sinning done. 

Every sin regardless of its na- 
ture or by whom committed will 
receive its ‘just recompense of re- 
ward,’ as indicated in Hebrews 2:2. 
“The word spoken * * was stead- 
fast and every transgression and 
disobedience received a just recom- 
pense of reward * * .”” No man can 
sin with impunity. As the philoso- 
pher would put it, there is a law of 
retribution which returns to every 
man his just due. Or to use the talk 
of the day, “You get what is com- 
ing to you.”’ The Word of the Lord 
is spec'fic. ““Be not deceived * * * 
whatsoever a man soweth that 
shall he also reap.” Gal. 6:7. 

Some years ago the writer was 
working in a chemistry laboratory. 
Along with others he had been as- 
signed to an experiment calling for 
the manufacture of hydrogen gas. 
Hydrogen isa colorless gas and 
very explosive. Every member of 
the class had been duly warned to 
keep all open flame away from 
their apparatus. After leaving the 
generating flask the gas was to 
be filtered through several jars of 
water connected together by glass 
tubing, and finally collected at the 
end of the apparatus. In this par- 
ticular case a number of tests were 
made but no hydrogen was being 
collected. A report was made to 
the professor directing the work. 
To be brief, in order to see if there 
were any leaks along the line of 
tubing the instructor lit a match 
to make the test. An explosion fol- 
lowed which blew the apparatus 
forcefully to the ceiling and scat- 
tered bits of it all over the room. 
The natural law which governs the 
explosion of hydrogen gas_ is n9 
less operative when the match is 
held by a professor of chemistry. 
In ordaining natural laws God so 
arranged the elements that when 
fire comes in contact with hydro- 
gen gas an explosion will follow— 
and it does follow. regardless of 
who strikes the match. 

The God-ordained law which op- 
erates to recompence the sinner 
for violation and transgression of 
the divine order of life, always op- 


erates. There is an entire d-sre- 
gard for the personalities involv- 
ed. ‘“‘He that doeth wrong shall re- 
ceive for the wrong which he hath 
done and there is no_ respect of 
persons” “with God,” Col. 3:25; 
Rom. 2:11. Whatever men sow 
they must reap. 


There is only one _ exception, 
that is in the divine arrangement 
we call redemption. In this ar- 
rangement the guiltless Son of God 
by substitution received to Him- 
self the just recompence or punish- 
ment for the transgressions of all 
those who by repentance forsake 
sin and come under the provisions 
of this plan of salvation. There is 
a tremendous statement in 2 Cor. 
5:21 concerning the substitution- 


ary sacrifice of Christ. “He hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 


knew no sin: that we might be 
made the righteousness of God in 
him.” What an awe _ inspiring 
thought, that Christ, who knew 
no sin; as He hung on Calvary’s 
cross, had embodied in Himself by 
substitution, the sins of all who 
were to be redeemed! God Himself 
could not look upon the sight, and 
Jesus in that awful hour, while He 
momentarily experienced the bitter 
anguish and desolation of being 
forsaken, cried out, “My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me.” 
Matt. 27:46. 


The wonder of redemption by 
the substitution of Christ is set 
forth in the following song: 


In evil iomg I took del-ght, 
Unawed by shame or fear, 

Till a new object met my sight 
And stopped my wild career. 


I saw One hanging on the tree, 
In agony and blood. 

Who fixed His dying eyes on me 
As near the cross I stood. 


Sure never till my latest breath 

Can I forget that look; 

It seemed to charge me with His 
death, 

Tho’ not a word He spoke. 


My conscience felt and owned my 
guilt 

And plunged me in despair; 

I saw my sins His blood had spilt 

And helped to nai] Him there. 


A second look He gave which said, 
I freely all forgive; 


This blood was for thy ransom 
paid, 

I DIED THAT THOU MAYEST 
LIVE. 


Oh, the Lamb, the bleeding Lamb, 

The Lamb of Calvary. 

The Lamb that was slain but liveth 
again, 

To intercede for me! 

With the single exception which 
is offered through redemption the 
sinner must always reap what he 
sows. If there could have been any 
other way of salvation, Almighty 
God would never have permitted 
His beloved Son to be exposed to 
the seduction of Satan, the cruelty 
of man and to the wrath of His 
own abhorrence to sin. The justice 
of God demanded a settlement for 
violation of His law and in order 
that He might be just, and yet be 
the justifier of the redeemed, 
Christ took the sinner’s guilt up- 
on Himself and paid the penalty 


justice demanded. Oh, wondrous 
love! 
The prophet Ezekiel was a 


spokesman for God. To him God 
said, “Son of man, say unto the 
children of thy people, The right- 
eousness of the righteous shall not 
deliver him in the day of his trans- 
gression: as for the wickedness of 
the wicked, he shall not fall there- 
by in the day that he turneth from 
his wickedness. Neither shall the 
righteous be able to live for his 
righteousness in the day that he 
sinneth. When I shall say to the 
righteous, that he shall surely live, 
if he trust to his own righteous- 
ness and commit iniqu'ty, all his 
righteousness shall not be remem- 
bered but for his iniquity that he 
hath committed, he shall die for 
it.” Ezekiel 33:12-13. 

Judgment is not always speed- 
ily executed upon the _ transgres- 
sor. Neither is righteousness fully 
rewarded immediately. Time ef- 
faces the memory of violations of 
divine law but forgotten sin is not 
forgiven sin. “Some men’s sins are 
open beforehand, going before to 
judgment and some men they fol- 
low after.” 1 Tim. 5:24, “He that 
covereth his sins shall not pros- 
per: but whoso confesseth and for- 
saketh them shall have mercy.” 
Prov. 28:13. Seed that is sown may 
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lie dormant for a time, but in its 
season it is quickened to growth 
and brings forth its fruitage. Sin 
works like certain poisons which 
enter the body in mild doses and 
seem to work no ill effect until the 
tissues and powers of life are sud- 
denly discovered to be _ broken 
down. There is first the planting; 
the harvest follows in its season. 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out.” Num. 32:23. 

‘A certain infidel wrote to the 
editor of a country newspaper who 
was a Christian. “Sir,” he said, “I 
understand that you are an expon- 
ent of the Christian faith. In order 
to test the accuracy of Christian 
teaching I have undertaken an ex- 
periment. Last spring I set aside 
a certain piece of land. I selected 
it on Sunday, I plowed it on Sun- 
day, I sowed the seed on Sunday, 
tilled it on Sunday, and reaped the 
harvest on Sunday. Thus I violated 
the Christians Holy Day in every- 
thing connected with my crop, and 
on the first of October I found that 
this piece of my land had yielded 
me a better increase than any 
other section of my farm. How can 
you explain this result? The reply 
of the Christian editor was brief 
and to the point, “Dear Sir, God 
does not settle His accounts on the 
first day of October.” 

God makes “His sun to shine on 
the evil and on the good, and send- 
eth rain cn the just and on the un- 
just.” Matt. 6:45. 

It is true, there have been many 


examples of speedily executed 
judgment — examples to con- 
tinually remind us of the law 


of recompence. The Egyptians 
were plagued for their oppression 
of Israel (Ex. 9:14); the earth 
opened and swallowed Korah for 
his rebellion (Num. 16:32); Go- 
hazi was smitten with leprosy be- 
cause of his coveteousness, 2 
Kings 5:27; Saul became possessed 
with an evil spirit because of his 
self-will (2 Sam. 18); Herod was 
eaten of worms because he did not 
give God glory (Acts 12:25). In- 
stances of a sudden visitation of 
judgment could be mentioned in 
numbers. Yet, for the most part a 
full recompence is deferred to an 
appointed day of judgment. God 
“hath appointed a day in the which 
he will judge the world in right- 
eousness,” Acts 17:31. “It is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die but 
after this the judgment,’ Heb. 
9:27. 

The present day interventions of 
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God in favoring the righteous and 
punishing the guilty are only por- 
tents or reminders that there ex- 
ists a law of recompense, and that 
there is a day of judgment to come. 
They are by no means a final or 
complete meting out of justice. 


Constantine the Great, in the 
forth century, held as his philoso- 
phy of life, that all that is permit- 
ted is right. If men are rich they 
are rightfully rich, if they become 
kings it is right for them to become 
kings. He thought that regardless 
of what means men used to ad- 
vance themselves, ““Whatever God 
allowed to be successful bore the 
stamp of His approval, inasmuch 
as it would not have been permit- 
ted unless it were right.” Such an 
outlook on life is common among 
those who by fair means or foul 
have prospered in their affairs. 
This is heathen philosophy, not 
Christianity. The Gospel teaches 
that it is largely the poor of the 
earth that are rich in faith (Jas. 
2:15), the meek who will inherit 
the earth (Matt. 5:5), and _ the 
things that ‘are not’ which have 
been chosen of God to set at 
naught the things that are (1 Cor. 
1:18). The oppressed and the 
downtrodden will be on top in the 
tine that the Lord turns “the ways 
of the wicked upside down.” Ps. 
146:9. The greed and service with 
which man has exploited man will 
be brought at last before God for 
righteous judgment and a great 
deal of the ‘success’ in which men 
have prided themselves’ will ap- 
pear in its true light and _ receive 
its just compensation in that day. 
“Men of corrupt minds, * * * sup- 
posing that gain is godliness: from 
such withdraw thyself.” 1 Tim. 6: 
15. 

As the kodak impresses upon its 
sensitive film an exact reproduc- 
tion of the scene before it in ev- 
ery careful detail, so an exact rec- 
ord is being kept of every man’s 
life with complete and perfect ac- 
curacy. Not deeds alone but the 
very thoughts and intents of the 
heart are being included in the 
great photograph of life. “There is 
nothing covered, that shall not be 
revealed; and hid that shall not be 
known.” Matt. 10:26. 

Every sin will soon or later re- 
ceive its “just recompence of re- 
ward.” Heb. 2:2, “God shall bring 
every work into judgment, with 
every secret thing, whether it be 
good or whether it be evil.’”’ Eccl. 
12:24.

OFF FOR THE LAND OF THE 
AZTECS, THE MAYAS AND 
TOLTECS 


On board the “Golden State Limit- 
ed,” En Route to Guatemala, 
C. A., May 14, 1934 


Dear Evangel readers: After 
some delay on account of my wife 
having been injured in an auto ac- 
cident, I am off on my trip to the 
Guatemalan republic in Central 
America. The train on which I am 
beginning my trip will take me to 
the Arizona-Mexico border, six 
hundred miles’ distance. There I 
change to the Southern Pacific of 
Mexico, which will take me down 
the Pacific coast about eight hun- 
dred miles, then turning east we 
cross the continental mainland of 
Mexico to Vera Cruz on the Atlan- 
tic side ,visiting Mexico City en 
route, From Vera Cruz we gradu- 
ally travel southwest to a point 
near the Pacific again, where we 
cross the Suchate River into Cen- 
tral America. Once we are in the 
Republic of Gautemala, we turn 
Southeast again to the shore of 
the Carribean Sea. The fartherest 
point reached will be between three 
and four thousand miles from my 
home in Southern California. The 
trip requires around six days and 
nights’ traveling by fastest train, 
but I will spend about three weeks 
en route as I have to stop for 
meetings in a number of places, in- 
cluding the mission headquarters 
at Ciudad Obregon, Sonora, and 
the new church at Mazatlan in the 
State of Sinaloa. We are faced 
with a serious problem these days 
in trying to reach new fields with 
the gospel. “We have waited al- 
most too long,” as the communis- 
tic enclined authorities are begin- 
ning to offer opposition to the gos- 
pel in almost every nation. 

Speaking of the communists and 
their efforts to eliminate God from 
the world program, we are facing a 
more serious problem than the av- 
erage layman is capable of con- 
ceiving of, and there are a lot of 
things we are obliged to withhold 
from the paper, when it comes to 
personal reference, for fear we 
may hinder rather than help the 


cause. I remember when the great 
navy dirigible, “Akron,” sailed ma- 
jestically thru the skies and what 
an imponing scene it was as this 
“Queen of the Skies” c.rcled over 
my home, but the scene changed 
when she went forth to battle the 
elements and met with defeat, and 
I can imagine the pandemonium 
that reigned aboard when the 
command went forth, “Stand by 
for a crash,” which was followed 
by the sudden plunge into the sea, 
carrying all the crew to their death 
excepting three members. If you 
have never contacted the godless 
hordes, “stand by for a crash,” for 
it is coming. 

A few weeks ago when _ the 
great U. S. battleship fleet of a 
hundred or more ships sailed 
proudly out of the Long Beach- 
Los Angeles harbor, one Captain 
Smyth of the U. S. S. Tennessee, 
proudly and efficiently maneuver- 
ed his great ship of war into line 
as they streamed away. He was a 
kindly and efficient captain, as 
the report goes. He bade wife and 
friends good-bye. A short time lat- 
er word came that the “captain” 
had died aboard ship and his body 
had been “consigned to Davy 
Jones’ locker” (buried at sea). We 
may crash into or collide with the 
elements and possibly lose a few 
members of the crew, but Jesus, 
the Captain of the old ship of Zi- 
on, will land us safely in port. 

You will be hearing from me 
again, D. V., keeping you inform- 
ed of my progress, and I expect to 
be able to gather much helpful in- 
formation with reference to a van- 
ished civilization anti-dating ours, 
and to which the Aztecs, Toltecs 
and Mayas attained. Don’t miss 
a copy of the paper.

JESUS IN THE SHADOW OF THE CROSS 


TEXT: Matt. 26:31-46. — MEMORY VERSE: John 6:38. 
TIME: Late Thursday night and early Friday of Christ’s last week. 
PLACE: The garden of Gethsemane and vicinity. 


GOLDEN TEXT: And he went forward a little, and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as 


I will, but as thou wilt.—Matt. 26:39. 


LEADING THOUGHT: The way io strength and victory is thru submission to 


the divine will of God. 


LESSON VERSE BY VERSE 
DISCIPLES WARNED 

V. 31. “Then saith Jesus unto them.” 
Probably uttered in the upper chamber, 
Luke 22:31-35; John 13:36-38. “All ye 
shall be offended because of me_ this 
night.” The reference is to the eleven who 
had been steadfast hertofore. Judas was 
how gone to betray Him. “For it is writ- 
ten.” A reference to Zech. 18:7. “I will 
smite the shepherd, and the sheep of the 
flock shall be scattered abroad.” In Zech- 
ariah Jesus was referred to as the shep- 
herd who was about to be smitten, which 
caused His own beloved disciples to 
stumble and to be temporarily scattered. 

V. 32. “But after I am risen again.” He 
never forgets to comfort His own. He 
therefore tells of His resurrection after 
which He would again meet them. “I will 
go before you into Galilee.” The eastern 
shepherds always went before their 
flocks, never driving them. As the Shep- 
herd of His flock He preceded them, Jno. 
10:4. See for fulfillment Mark 6:7; John 
21; Acts 1:3; 1 Cor. 15:6, 


HIS DISCIPLES PROMISE ALLE- 
GIANCE 


V. 33. “Peter answered and said unto 
him.” Peter, the bold, outspoken and im- 
petuous Peter, uttered perhaps the feel- 
ing of the remaining disciples. “Though 
all men shall be offended because of 
thee.” Peter contrasted himself with ais 
fellow disciples. Though all others should 
fall away, he at any rate would remain 
steadfast. “Yet will I never be offended.” 

V. 34. “Jesus said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee.” According to Luke 22:31 
our Lord rebuked Peter, adding that Sa- 
tan had desired “that he may sift you as 
wheat: but I have prayed for thee, that 
thy faith fail not,” that, “this day, be- 
fore the cock crow (Mark 14:30 adds 
“twice’), thou shalt deny me _ thrice.” 
“Cocks were unclean birds and not kept 
by strict Jews. Their voice was not much 
heard in Jerusalem. One of the watches, 
known as “cock-crow,” was about three 
a. m., Mark 13:35.” About that time Peter 
denied that he knew anything about 
Christ, Mark 14:66, 72; Luke 22:34. 

V. 35. “Peter said unto him.” Per- 
haps vehement. Mark 14:31. “Though I 
should die with thee, yet will I not deny 
thee.” He felt that he would not. It takes 


more than determination to sustain us 
in time of trial. It will be remembered 
that Christ “offered Himself through the 
eternal Spirit.” “Likewise said also all the 
disciples.” If determination had been con- 
secration and strength, none of them 
would have forsaken Him. 
JESUS IN GETHSEMANE 

V. 36. “Then cometh Jesus with them 
unto a place called Gethsemane.” Prob- 
ably passing through the Sheep Gate, now 
known as St. Stephen’s gate, at the north 
of the temple. They descended a steep 
bank of the brook Kedron at the foot of 
the Mount of Olives, then ascending the 
slope of Olivet, a little way over to where 
was the garden into which He entered, in 
which was an oil press. “And saith unto 
his disciples, Sit ye here while I go and 
pray yonder.” His disciples remained at 
the entrance of the olive yard that they 
might not behold the beginning of their 
desolation. Their faith and love was not 
equal to the strain. There are times when 
a soul in agony must be alone with God, 
when every one else is excluded. This 
was particularly the method of the high 
priestly work in the Holy of Holies. If 
We would enter there, all else must b2 
shut out. Jesus often resorted to this par. 
ticular spot in Gethsemane, John 18:2. 

V. 37. “And he took with him Peter 
and the two sons of Zebedee.” That is, 
James and John. These had been priv- 
lleged to behold His transfiguration, the 
giimpse of which perhaps. strengthenea 
them to behold His terrible suffering 
These seem to be a kind of inner circle 
of the twelve. “And began to be sorrow- 
ful and very haevy.” To be sore dismay- 
ed. The word signified an unexpected 
calamity. St. Mark tells us that Christ 
was sore amazed as if the prospect of 
what was coming, suddenly opened to His 
vision, overwhelmed Him. He was made 
conscious of His human sufferings. 

THE AGONY OF CHRIST 

V. 38. “Then saith he unto them, My 
soul is exceeding sorrowful, even nti 
death.” He speaks of the mental agony 
which He was enduring and this He did 
not hide from the faithful three. It was 
perhaps not all the thoughts of physical 
suffering or pain. All the circumstances 
that led to His passion were to be con- 
sidered. He who knew no sin was now 
to be made sin for the human race. What 
it all embodied or meant we know not. 
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“Tarry ye here and watch with me.” In 

this dark hour His human soul longed 

for the comfort and presence of friends. 
THE FIRST PRAYER 

V. 39. “And he went a little farther, 
and fell on his face.” A little farther in- 
to the wood beneath the gloomy shadow 
of the trees. St. Luke states, “about a 
stone’s cast from them.” Here He pros- 
trated Himself on the ground in utter 
abasement and agony, yet in submisf#lon 
to His Father’s will. Here should be read 
Heb. 5:7, 8. “And prayed, saying, My Fa- 
ther.” Only here and in John 17 does 
Christ so address the Father. “St. Mark 
has, ‘Abba Father,’ as if He spake of the 
Hebrew race and the Gentile world.” “If 
it be possible, let this cup pass from me.” 
If there Was any other way in which man 
might be saved and glorified He preferred 
to escape the fate and cup of death, “Never- 
theless not as I will but as thou wilt.” In 
this prayer the will of His human life 
which desired to escape death is mani- 
fest as is also the will of the divine, sub- 
jecting itself unto the will of God. Thus 
He became the Captain of our salvation 
and was made perfect through sufferings, 
having learned obedience by the things 
which He suffered, Heb. 2:10; 5:8. 

V. 40. “And he cometh unto the dis- 
ciples, and findeth them asleep.” After 
arising from prayer. The comfort His hu- 
man nature desired, which they might 
have rendered, they denied Him. St. Luks 
adds, “The disciples were sleeping for 
sorrow.” This they might have averted to 
an extent by prayer as they were com- 
manded to watch in verse 38. The day had 
been a trying one, involving much fatigue 
in preparing for the Passover supper. 
“And saith unto Peter.” He had pledged 
himself to be last of those who would be 
offended. ‘What, could ye not watch with 
me one hour?” The agony in the garden 
may have lasted only for an hour or it 
may have signified the time of the en- 
tire trial. 

V. 41. “Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation.” Watchfulness sees 
the temptation coming. Prayer is a Chris- 
tian duty and provides means by which 
We may escape temptation or be able to 
withstand it. Persons properly watching 
and engaged in prayer may avoid much 
temptation. The spirit indeed is wi ing 
but the flesh is weak. Their spirits were 
all pledged to Him, ready to suffer with 
Him, and not to deny Him. But the flesh 
was too weak to support the desire of the 
spirit, therefore prayer was an urgent 
necessity that the human spirit might 
be strengthened by the Holy Spirit. After 
the day of Pentecost the disciples who 
fled from Him when arrested, all made 
good their pledge and were crucified ana 
put to death in divers manners, remain- 
ing steadfast unto the end. 

THE SECOND PRAYER 

V. 42. “He went away again the sec- 
und time, and prayed, saying, O my Fa 
ther, if this cup may not pass from me, 
except I drink it, thy will be done.” St. 
Matthew gives the words of the second 
prayer which differs from the first. Christ 
considereth that now the possibility of 
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the cup passing away was no longer per- 
missible, therefore He accepts the cup 
and His human will concurred in the di- 
vine will. 

V. 43. “And he came and found them 
asleep again: for their eyes were heavy.” 
Though craving their sympathy, but more 
especially concerned about their safety 
under temptation. The word used for 
heavy means “weighted down with drow- 
siness of sleep until, “as Mark adds, “Nei. 
ther wist they what to answer him.” 


THE THIRD PRAYER 
V. 44. “And he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third time, saying 
the same words.” His prayer was one of 
repetition. He had warned His disciples 
that they were not heard for their much 
speaking. There are times when our pray- 
ers cannot be changed because of the con- 
dition from which they arise. We learn 
by example from Him that we should be 
urgent, instant in supplication, and tho’ 
our request be denied, that we must be 
sure We are heard and that the answer 
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will be given by preparing us to submit 
to God’s will in the matter. 

Vv. 45. “Then cometh he to his dis- 
ciples.” The struggle of His own will 
against the divine will in accepting the 
cup of death was one. At His first re- 
turn He reproved them; at His second He 
held His peace; at the third He bids them 
rest. “And saith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your rest.” Their denial of sym- 
pathy may have added to His sorrow but 
He maintains the original composure of 
a servant. “I came not to be ministered 
unto but to minister.” “Behold, the hour 
is at hand, and the Son of man is betray- 
ed into the hands of sinners.” He classed 
all those who took part in His apprehen- 
sion, trial, and death, as sinners, Not the 
Romans only (Acts 2:23), but priests, 
elders, and the multitude, joined in the 
crowd and shared the guilt. 

V. 46. “Rise. let us be going: behold, 
he is at hand that doth betray me.” We 
should notice His true calmness and cour- 
age as an example of how we should act 
under trial.

Prophet of Galilee who delivered 
Lazarus, the only brother of the 
beloved family of Bethany, the 
ruler’s only daughter, and the 
widow’s only son, from the bonds 
of death and set them free.
